Within the next few weeks the business, indus­ 
trial, labor and professional interests will be called 
upon to make a $1,250,000 investment in the future 
of Bucks County. 


They will be asked to underwrite a broad and 
long-range program of industrial development and 
expansion designed to undergird our economy, to 
provide insurance for our security. 


This fund will represent one of the most essen­ 
tial, one of the most significant, one of the most 
dramatic challenges with which the county has ever 
been confronted. 


The only purpose of this industrial development 
and expansion movement is to provide jobs for our 
growing army of unemployed men and women. 


More than 9,000 employables are now looking 
for work, looking for a chance to provide them­ 
selves and their families a decant living. 


Untold thousands of other men and women who 
are employed in Philadelphia or Trenton or else­ 
where arc desirous of job opportunity close to their 
homes in Bucks county. 


The prime objective of the industrial develop­ 
ment and expansion program is to provide these 
jobs. 


This objective can be accomplished by attracting 
additional desirable industry into the the county, by 
encouraging the expansion of the many industries 
we already have. 


It is to this objective that the whole develop­ 
ment program is dedicated.

4 Additional income for those engaged in pro­ 
fessional services— doctors, dentists, lawyers, and 
others—because of a more prosperous economy.

Rocket 
Shot 
Possible 


WASHINGTON (UP) — 
High defense officials said 
the United States, now that 
it has two satellites spin­ 
ning around the globe, may 
announce plans to send a 
rocket to the moon “soon.” 


Meanwhile a high-ranking scien­ 
tist said Russia may have halted 


its satellite launchings in hopes of 


lulling Americans into complacen­ 
cy in the space race. 


Another “guess” as to why the 
Kremlin has sent no satellites 
aloft since Nov. 3 is that Moscow 
may be seeking to spring a ma­ 
jor triumph by shooting a man 
into space and bringing him back 
safely to earth. 


Lofty Orbit 


The grapefruit-sized Vanguard 
I, second made-in-U.S.A. moon, 
girdled the globe in a lofty orbit 
running from about 407 miles to 
some 2,513 miles above the earth. 
Because of its height — far 
above Sputniks I and II and E x­ 
plorer I — scientists predicted a 
life for it of possibly as much 
as 20 years or more. 


Dr. John P. Hagen, head of the 
Navy’s Project Vanguard which 
after many setbacks fired the ra­ 
dio-equipped satellite into space 
Monday, said its solar-powered 
radio, one of two aboard, will 
probably continue to transmit sig­ 
nals “indefinitely” — as long as 
it stays aloft. 


Hagen said the next Vanguard 
test will be an effort to put a 
fully-instrumented 20-inch satellite 
into orbit. He declined to say 
when but indicated it would be 
within the 
next 
two 
or 
three 
weeks. A second Army Explorer 
is slated to be fired next week.
